ly the Poetry of all Nations hath been moſt anci\ 
ently employed, towards the aſſiſtance and im * 
provement of that general inclination of mankind\ ” 
70 admire and extoll the divine, and humane, Au * 
rhours of any eminent goed to' them, its that way, 
with the moſt eletyated Notions and Expreſſions. | * 

| Nor is ut ( ſecondly ) leſs clear to any conſide-\| ' 
ring Perſons, that the declination and debaſementl 
of that noble Art, to the ſervice of thoſe propenſi| ' 
ons of humane Nature which are more allyed toll : 
ſenſuality, is a meer perverſion, and. notorious 4: 
buſe of it ; coutrived and promoted by the Artificel| 
of Sataw, the ſ1orn Enemy of God's Glory, and} - 
mans greateſt good which in this life he is capable 
of ( the entertaining of it with an exerciſe, and} 
imployment much of the [ame Nature with that 0 
bleſſed Angels and glorified Saints, ) with deſig 
ro turn the'ſtrearm of its: nobleſt faculties out of 
that pure channel, .ints the foul and nafty Sinks 
and By-gatters, of luſt and intemperance, flattery 
and malice; and every thing indeed, that tends to 
the immerſing the humane ſoul the more deeply into 
all manner of viciouſneſs and debauchery, by the 
means of that pleaſure and delight, which Poetical 
meaſures commonly contribute to thoſe Arguments 


about which they are imployed. 
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IWhence, (thirdly) it follows, (as a conſequence

can be no better. ſervice done to God, or Man, in 
this World than that, of attempting to recover this

'} feiticn, by aſſiſting its nobleſt affe&t1ons in that 
11 which 15 their moſt proper and pleaſurable intertain= 
ment ; ſo, as that it may be reclaimed from wice, 
and reduced again' to a love of God and Vertue,

And from the great uſefulneſs of this ſacred Ex- 
erciſe to.edification- in hulineſs and wertue, it is, that 
8 Divine Poems hawe been 17: all Ages of the Church - 
ſo greatly eſteemed : . and eſpecially the Pſalms of 
David ; which bawve therefore been always admit- 
ted, in large proportions, into all offices of pub- 
| lick worſhip. And thence alſo, to make them 
| more uſefull to that great end,. divers great men 
have nit contented themjel ves with the rendering 
them mio the Languages of their own Countries, 
that. ſo.the matter of them might be underſtood by 
the Congregations where they were read; but they 
bawe endeavuured alſogoreducethem to ſuch kinds 
of Metre, as were moſt acceptable in their Times, 
ej 1bat the ſpirit of them likewiſe might be diffuſed 
among Chriſtians, and raiſe their 6 lieu by 
their. harmonious compoſure : The adyamtage of 
which undertaking, was notably ſeen-in the early 
days of the Church ; in the diverting the natural 
inclinations of the younger ſort to ſongs of a worſe 
conſtitution, into that current, in which -$t. James 
before quoted, diref&s holy mirth torun. A great 
aſſiſtance whereunto, was, the facility of receiving 
into, and retaining in memory, thoſe devout compo- 
in } ſures of holy Men, which were then in efteem in the 
e- Y Church, by means of Poetical Meaſures: : So that 
J they bad generally at all times a ſtuck. of ſacred 
Hymms ſtored up in their minds; and were thereby 
g enabled to give vent to the gayety of humtour which

Plough, rhe Pilot at his Helm, the Rowers o- 
ver their Oars, the Digger whiles he handled 
His Spade, the Weaver in his Loom, the Spin:|| ' 
ſter at her Diſtaff, and very Infants that. couldfj * 
not ſpeak plain, upon'their Nurſes Laps + and}.

think fit, in the next place, to deſcend to ſome par-

The deſign aimcd at, by me in this verfion, was 

not to vaunt my skill in Poetry, for had that been 


| my aim, I ſhould have choſen a ſubje,” wherein I 


might have given my ſelf greater liberty both of 


| fancy, and language, then the verſion- of 'a book: 
of Holy Scripture will allo2v me : nor was it, to- 
| entertain the devout inclinations of the more inge-' 


nous ſort of Chriſtians, with ſtrains of elevated 
invention and expreſlion, [ited to their Genius , 
for this, I know is already done by many, better then 
I can ever hope to do, ſhould I undertake it. But, 
that which I at firſt deſigned when I undertook: 


this work, was meerly to render theſe pieces of holy 
* writ, which are thought fit to be made parts of God's . 
8 publick worſhip, in ſuch a toberable manner, as they 


might be for the uſe of all Chriſtians; gratifying 
the more ingenious and learned Parts of all Congre- 
gations,with that [moothneſs and cleanneſs of ſtyle, 
which might make them not to nauſeate it ; and 
the more ordinary fort - of thoſe holy ſocieties with 
that eaſineſs and clearneſs of expreſſion, which 
might not ſhoot over their heads, whiles I endea- 
woured to affect their hearts in ſo religious @ ſer-

| and, where they would not, I laboured to give the 
| full ſenſe of them in other words; except now and 


then, where the Original words or Phraſes had 


| ſomething ef Emphaſis in them, which I thought. 


fiter to comply withall, And this I did, both be- 


! cauſe that Tranſlation 5s confeſedly the  bef, 


which is extant inthe Engliſh Tongue: and al/o, 


becauſe it is now generally im the hands of all per- 
ſons, and the other, by diſuſe ( forthe moſt part)

Il herefore, I judged it moſt expedient," not to 
grve any occaſion to any perſon of doubt full ;appre- 
henſſons concerning the meaning of any Pſalm, or 
any verſe of a Pſalm, by variety of Interpretati- 
ons. Which is alſo the true Reaſon, why, (though 
I think their Iabours of great uſe to thoſe who ex- 
pound the ſacred Text in a way of inſtruction to 
others,,) yet I bave waved the ſenſes given. by the 
reverend and learned Dr. Hammond, and others : - 
and choſen rather, im ſuch Texts, as by reaſon of 
their difficulty, may admit of different expoſitions, . 
to render them in words expreſſing the ſtritt literal * 
ſenſe of that Tranſlation; then to. expound them, . 
either according to theirs, or mine .own apprehen[!- - 
ons; that ſo, thoſe that ſhall ſing any part of this 

vertion,. 
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. verſion, where ſuch Texts occur, may rather ap- 
ply rheir own ſenſe to what they ſing, then be re- 
ffrained, and confined to a determinate ſenſe, in 


which, it may be, they are not ſatisfied. 


IF. I have alſo declined all running out into 
Paraphraſe, beyond what, either the Scope of any | 
- Text, compared with the context, or the general 
' evident deſign of the Plalm, or-the' apparent OC- 
caſion of penning it, or the Emphaſis of the words 
themſelves, or the reference they have to other 
Scriptures, wherein the things uttered in any | 
Plalm briefly and obſcurely, or it may be barely || 
glanced at, are more largely, and profeſſedly band- | 
- ted ; or the like confiderations, will well allow. |: 
So that, I think,T may ſafely averr, that this ver- | 
fion, 3s as Cloſe to the Text it renders, as any of | 
this kind extant ; not excepting even thoſe, whoſe 
- Authours pretend to tye themſelves the moſt ftricl- 
iy and even [uperſtitiouſly to the words and phra- | 

ſs, either of the original Hoboow, or the Engliſh | 
' Proſe-Tranſlation. For even the exatteſt of thoſe | 
 Authours, who, to the mangling the Syntax of | 
' words, to the making incoherent ruptures in the || 
' ſenſe, and the deſtruttion of Meaſures and Rhythm, | 
' have ſo fettered themſelves : yet are fain,. ever, | 
and anon, to inſert ſome [uch Particles, or Paren- | 
theſes, or Synonymons expreſſins, as really make | 
Paraphraſes upon the Text, though they endeavour | 
as much as mey be to hide their ſa doing. And | 
ſure 1 am, it is cloſer a great deal to the Text | 
which Irender, then that wery verſion which ob ;

As ro the manner, wherein I have Fin 
formed this work, take theſe particulars follow- 
F: to enable you to make a clearer Fudgment

(1.) That I have waved, (for the generality 
of this verſion ) all learned words, other ther 
ſuch as are by common uſe make familiar to En- 
gliſh ears : and I think, thet it will be bard to 
find any particular Pſalm, or werſe of a Pſalm 
throughout the Book, where I have overlooked any 
ſuch in my review of it. As, 

(2.) On the other fide, I have avoided all ob- 
ſolets,courſe,avd unhandſome words,or phraſes, 
ſuch as are beneaththe dignity of the matter ex- 

reſſed, as alſo, all tautological expreſſions, or 
inſignificant words, that are onely ſerviceable to 
affiſt the Rhythm. Inſomuch, that if there be a- 
wy ſuch, they have very narrowly eſcaped both 
mine own obſervation, and that of many others 
who have done me the favour, on that deſign, to 
examine the Copy, and to whom I have particu- 
larly made it my requeſt that they would mark all 
of that kind, and inform me thereof, that I might

Rhythms in our Poetry; and making it more eaſie 
to us to write in that way, then can be dune in. 
woſt other languages. (4.) That Engliſh ears ge- 
nerally entertain it with great [atisfattion and de- 
light, and” diſreliſh all Poetical compoſitions, 
(though never ſo excellent. for all other ornamental 
requiſites) that are without it, (F.) And laſtly, 
that it affords a great. aſſiſt ance to memory (which 
in ſuch Poems as are penned for devotional Uſes, 
ſhould be much regarded) whereby, when men have 
oſt one part of a ſtanza, they are enabled more 
eafily to recover it, by running over in their minds 
ſuch words as chime to the periodical ones of that 
other, which they remember. Theſe things, and 
the like, being taken into my conſideration, I choſe 
rather, to run the risk of the dangers, and diſad- 
Vaniages
